One hundred 
persons, including some Americans, are 
said to have been killed on one coffee plan- 
tation.

Women’s Congress, which met at 


The 
London last manth, and in whose delibera- 
tions 80 many well-known American wom- 
en took a prominent part, is criticised sharp- 
ly in the current number of the Nineteenth 
Century by Miss Frances H. Low. She 
says she has been unable to discover the 
fundamental principle of the comgress or 
“any central principles, without which all 
discussions are as idle as a lever without 
a fulcrum.” In her opinion the congress, 
which “modestly undertook within the 
space of ten days to discuss the principal 
problems affecting the human race,” solved 
none of those problems, and served no 
other purpose than to enable a number of 
women to give utterance to crotchets, crude 
ideas, and nonsense, . 55 

Mies Low is specially interested in three 
subjects—servants, journalism, and wage 
earning for the middle class woman. Sev- 
eral women read papers about the first of 
these subjects. Miss Low complains that 
there was not a grain of common sense or 
practical help in one of them. But she is 
even more severe with Mrs. Charlotte Per- 
kins Stetson, who informed the congress 
wt great length that the remedy for the 
grievances of the married woman is 
“economic independence.” If that means 
anything, says Miss Low, it means that 
the married woman must do some work 
and earn some wages. But then she has 
not achieved ‘‘ economic independence,” for 

“the woman teacher, clerk, or nurse who 


is no more 
than the wife or daughter who has no 
means of her own—or, for that matter, than 
the average man who is in the employ of 
another and receives wages.” 

While admitting that a few interesting 
and valuable papers were read, Miss Low 
alleges that the general effect of the com 
gress was “ misleading and mischievous, be- 
cause it was not representative and impar- 
tial.” In the professions the experiences 
of successful women only were given. The 
trials and hardships of the average woman 
journalist or actress were not mentioned.

MONEY RATES ARE FIRM. 


NO DECLINE NOTWITHSTANDING THE 
DEMAND 18 LIMITED. 


‘ 
Country Banks Well Supplied with 
Funds for Moving Crops — City 
Banks Not Likely to Have Any 
Great Demand tor This Purpose— 
Speculative Markets Are Not Active, 
but Prices Hold Firm—Wheat Prices 
Higher on a Demand from Shorts. 


The question of interest rates is one which 
is proving a source of some anxiety to peo- 
ple who are in the speculative market. There 
seems to be no doubt the demand for money 
and the short supply of it in New York 
will bring about an increase in rates, which 
may have an effect on active securities. 
The belief is now general, however, that 
any increase in interest rates will be felt 
more in the Hast than in the West. It is 
now the time of year when the demand for 
monev for moving crops begins to be felt. 
At the present time this demand is almost 
entirely absent in Chicago and in the other 
principal cities of the West. Reports from 
the smaller towns throughout the grain- 
producing sections indicate that the country 
banks have more than their usual amount 
of deposits. This money will be the first 
to be used for the moving of crops, and when 
it is exhausted then the country banks will 
begin to draw against their baldnces with 
city banks. Until these balances are drawn 
down to smal] amounts there will be little 
occarion to call on the banks of the larger 
cities for funds. A Chicago man, who is 
interested in a bank in one of the principal 
towns in Iowa, said yesterday this bank, 
with deposits of $300,000, had cash in its 
vaults at the present time amounting to 
$167,000. This is the sum left on hand after 
calls have already been made for money 
for moving the stored grain in the country 
about the town in which the bank is lo- 
cated. Practically all of last year’s grain 
has been shipped to market now and the 
money received from the sale of this will 
go far towards supplying the funds needed 
for handling the present year’s crops. The 
new corn will not begin going into market 
for six weeks or two months, and as that 
forms the chief product of farms in the 
territory contiguous to Chicago, there will 
be some time elapse before the demand for 
funds becomes particularly heavy. 

Reports from New York last week were 
that interest rates were growing less firm. 
A Chicago bank, which loans money in con- 
siderable amounts in New York, was carry- 
ing a loan with a good customer at 3% per 
cent. This customer telegraphed Friday 
that he could take up the loan with money 
obtalned in New Tork at from 3 per cent 
to 3% per cent, asking if the Chicago bank 
‘would meet this rate. The reply was that 
money was in demand in Chicago, and that 
sharp call loans were being made at 3% 
per cent, and that it was not desired to re-

IN “THE MORAL BALANCE.” 


Celia Parker Woolley, at Memorial 
_ Chapel, Discusses Phases of Life’s 
„% Shine and Shadow.” 


“The Moral Balance was the topic of 

Celia Parker Woolley’s sermon at Memorial 
chapel yesterday morning. She said: 

“The mind of man is ever seeking a prin- 
ciple of just reconciliation Which shall ex- 
plain the contrasts of life, the mixture of 
nd shadow which is found both in the 
social and natural landscape. Every sensi- 
tive mind suffers from a sense of unfair- 
ness in the distribution of life's gifts. The. 
mystery is part of the general mystery of 
life, but doubtless we increase its difficulties 
by an imperfect knowledge of matters and 
things, a point of view too near and per- 
sonal. 

The artist aims to see the plece of nat- 
ural beauty he would transfer to his canvas 
as a Whole. Mozart wrote rapturously to 
a friend of the intense pleasure that filled 
his soul when, after working his way 
through some new composition, adding one 
bit of harmony to another, he heard it all 
at once.’ The moralist needs to see things 
more in wholes, less in the form of disjoint- 
ed details and particular circumstances, in 
order to judge fairly of human conduct and 
correct it. The reformer often errs through 
haste and the spirit of impatience. Greater 
moderation would develop greater trust. 

‘Men and women must be left in their 
actual sétting, measured by their own na- 
ture and tendencies, not by the arbitrary 
rule of an outsider.
